Steeped in the culture and history of early New Zealand, Clyde 
was born when thousands of miners rushed to the area after 
the discovery of gold in 1862. Itis now one of the most intact 
towns from the early NZ Otago Gold Rush of the 1860s. With its 
beautifully preserved historic buildings in the Historic Precinct, 
ms, pretty gardens, cafés, restaurants and a myriad 
tdoor activities, Clyde is a great place to base yourself for 
t be missed. 


Clyde is located between two of Central Otago s main 
towns — Alexandra and Cromwell — it sits beside the 
Clutha/Matau-Au River along SH8 


Roads inland from Dunedin sweep through iconic ig 
Central Otago landscapes and many small towns 

established during the golden age.

THE CLYDE DAM 


The Clyde Dam, owned and ( operated by Contact Energy Limited, is 490m in lengtt 
and 102m h i with a base width of 70m, making it New Zealand's largest concrete 
gravity dam. It produces 432 megawatts of power (enough to power Christchurch 


and D keel ties). The huge scale of the Clyde dam can be witnessed at a lookout 
just north of the township where in times of larger flow the spillway ca

FARMING THE HIGH HIE AND VALLEYS 


Merino wool is synonymous with the hill country of Central Otago. The fashio on 
ndustry's demand for the soft and durable merino fibre has seen a number of farmers 


and businesses selling to lo d overseas markets. More recently, improvec 
rrigation has seen diversification into beef, dairy and deer farming 

n the late1850s, mobs of fine-woolled merino sheep were driven overland to 
Central Otago onto large runs like Moutere and Earnscleugh, near Clyde. These 
stations supplied mutton to thousands of gers during the g ld ru sh. The f 
tent town (just south of Clyde) was called Mutton Town

Feraud was first to produce wines, winning a number of awards in 
Australia and New Zealand in the early 1880s, however it wasn't until 1988 that the 
rst commercial wine was actually bottled

There's even an 
automotive workshop for your car, boat and trailer, a post office and petrol station 


WATER ACTIVITIES 


Just minutes from Clyde above the dam that created Lake Dunstan is 26 square 
km of lake that extends from Clyde through to Cromwell. Boating, water skiing, 
kayaking, rowing, yachting, fishing and swimming are all popular pastimes during 
the scorching heat of a Central Otago summer 


Downstream, between Clyde, Alexandra and Lake Roxburgh you can take a guided 
boat cruise combining water excitement with history, fish the river and its tributaries 
or just relax, picnic or take a dip in the mighty blue Clutha. If you feel like a swim 
year-round, try the Molyneux Pools in Alexandra. 


MOTOR RACING =

UPPER DUNSTAN: Clyde, first known as the Upper Dunstan, then Hartley's, emerged 
on the terrace close to the action where, within a year, thousands of miners were busy 
sifting the gravels for gold. The mix of canvas and wooden buildings sprawled out 
along Sunderland Street and eventually gave way to more substantial 2-storied schist 
stone buildings by the turn of the 20th century. Hotels were aplenty, the Dunstan and 
Hartley Arms amongst them, with tales of dancing girls, gold robberies, fights, floods 
and golden wealth echoing from their walls. Stores, banks, a goldfields press, post 
office and courthouse, were quick to line Clyde's main street. 

CLYDE EVOLVES: By the 1870s simple gold finding techniques gave way to sluicing 
and mechanical dredges managed by companies, and by 1901 around 120 dredges 
were noisily scooping up the Clutha’s gravels 

Today Clyde (named in 1865 after Lord Clyde, the commander of the British forces 
during the Indian mutiny) captures the very essence of a New Zealand goldfields 
town with its distinctive run of authentic colonial architecture making it easy to be 
captivated by the dreams of the famous ‘Dunstan Rush’.
